Beet Sugar Industry. 


The gov ernor id bis recent message 
recommended to the legislature that 
legislation be enacted encouraging 
the cultiv ation of sugar beets, aud the 
legislature has appointed a committee 
to inv estigate the matter. It is argued 
that all the sugar consumed in the 
United States could easily be produced 
at home, which amounts to sev eral 
hundred millions annually . 
Sugar 
beets are successfully growu id sev eral 
stales of the Union, especially Ne­ 
braska, where it is a great industry 
for the farmers, aud furnishes em­ 
ploy ment for large numbers of men 
in the mills for the manufacture of 
the beets into sngar. The av erage 
crop is said to be 15 tons to the acre, 
worth $75, and can be raised at an 
av erage cost of $35, or a net profit of 
$40 per acre. 
If these figures are 
reliable, and they appear to be, it 
would be a much more profitable in­ 
dustry for the farmers than raising 
wheat, corn, or other grain. The soil 
and climate of this atate, it is claimed, 
is better adapted to sugar beet raising 
than Nebraska, and it is proposed to 
establish the industry here if possible. 
It is generally known, too, that in all 
kinds of v egetable raising, 
Crow 
Wing county soil is the best in Min­ 
nesota, aud it seems to us, that sugar 
beet raising ought to be taken up by 
Crow Wing county farmers, and prob 
ably would be, if capital were enlisted 
and a mill established in this city to 
ma£ « a market for their beets. If 
the matter should be successful, this 
county , with its light sandy soil, 
would become the richest and most 
productiv e portion of the state, and 
would enjoy a growth that would be a 
blessing to all. 
We believ e this 
matter should be taken up and in­ 
v estigated by the board of trade of 
the city , aod if the scheme is feasible, 
attempt to establish such an industry 
in our midst.

False Economy. 


The board of county commissioners, 
at their recent session, reduced the 
pay of the superintendent of schools 
from $500 to $450 a y ear. Now, while 
we hav e no doubt but that the mem­ 
bers of the board were animated by the 
best of motiv es, the redaction of 
county expenses, it seems to us they 
began at the wroDg place. 
Our 
present superintendent is one of the 
v ery best m the state, much better 
qualified, in fact, than are others in 
other counties that draw from $1,000 
to $1,500 a y ear 
He has labored 
hard to put the schools of the county 
iu good tbap*#, and used ev ery cate 
that only competeut teachers should 
be employ ed, and his efforts hav e r<»- 
sulted in a great and marked im­ 
prov ement iu the work of our country 
schools, and ought to be appreciated 
by the commissioners aud the people 
of the county . Iustead of reducing 
his pay , it would hav e been but an 
net of simple justice to hav e increased 
it at least to $600 a y ear. 
He would 
then hav e felt that his labors were 
appreciated and worked harder than 
ev er to further improv e our schools. 
Scarcely any other county iu the state 
fixes the minimum amount allowed 
by law, but the commissioners not 
only fixed the minimum amount, but a 
sum which, before the y *ar is up, will 
be considerably below the amount the 
law allows, aud which he can force 
them to pay . 
The people desire the 
commissioners to economize, but not 
at the expense of the educational 
sy stem of the county , and it would be 
good policy , as well as simple justice, 
if the commissioners at their next 
meeting would reconsider their acliOD, 
and, at least, restore the old salary . 
The superintendent of Morrison coun­ 
ty , with only about One-half more 
population thau Crow Wing, is paid 
$1,200 a y ear, and it is satisfactory to 
the people, and considered money 
well 
Otter Tail county pay s 
its su{>erinteudeut ov er 
and 
his assistant, .Mr. Fritz, formerly of 
this city , gets $1,000. These instances 
are giv en to show that justice re­ 
quires that the matter should be re­ 
adjusted.

Owing to our 
monotonous surroundings, we wel­ 
comed the inv itation, anti nt 2 p. m. 
the following day we started out on 
horseback with our new friends. We 
had gone two or three miles, and 
were resting du the summit of a 
hill, enjoy ing the far famed Mexi­ 
can scenery , when fiv e men rushed 
out from the brushwood near by and 
suddenly called “ Halt!"’ 
Our two companions, seeing the 
danger and tw‘ing in the adv ance, 
spurred their horses and uuu Iq a des­ 
perate rush down the hill. A shower 
of arrows followed them, hut owing 
to the swiftness of their steeds they 
escaped safely from the bandits.

Bsst Sugar Industry. 


The governor in his recent message 
recommended to the legislature that 
legislation be enacted encouraging 
the cultivation of sugar beets, and the 
legislature has appointed a committee 
to investigate the matter. It is argued 
that all the sugar consumed in the 
United States could easily be produced 
at home, which amounts to several 
hundred millions annually. 
Sugar 
beets are success?oily grown in several 
stales of the Union, especially Ne­ 
braska, where it is a great industry 
for the farmers, aud furnishes em 
ploymeut for large numbers of men 
in the mills for the manufacture of 
the beets into sugar. The average 
crop is said to ba 15 tons to the acre, 
worth 175, and can be raised at an 
average cost of $35, or a net profit of 
$40 par aero. 
If theee figures ara 
reliable, and they appear to be, it 
would be a much more profitable in­ 
dustry for the farmers than raising 
wheat, oorn, or other grain. The soil 
and climate of this state, it is claimed, 
is better adapted to sugar beet raising 
than Nebraska, and it is proposed to 
establish the industry here if possible. 
It is generally known, too, that in all 
kinda of vegetable raising, 
Crow 
Wing county soil is the best in Min­ 
nesota, aud it seems to us, that sugar 
beet raising ought to be taken up by 
Crow Wiug county farmers, and prob 
ably would be, if capital were enlisted 
and u mill established in this city to 
mak* a market for their beets. If 
the matter should be successful, this 
county, with its light sandy soil, 
would become the richest aud most 
productive portion of the state, aud 
would enjoy a growth that would be a 
blessing to all. 
We believe this 
matter should be taken up and in­ 
vestigated by the board of trade of 
the city, aud if the scheme is feasible, 
attempt to establish such an industry 
in our midst

A bargain was struck, 
it is said, and Mr. Rosenblatt got into 
the agent’s cutter aud Libby followed 
with the wagon, as Mr. Fullerton had 
explained he wished the stuff taken to 
a ham where he stored contraband 
goods. On the way Rosenblatt is said 
to have confided in Mr. Fullerton, 
saying:

False Economy. 


The board of county commissioners, 
at their recent session, reduced the 
pay of the superintendent of schools 
from $500 to $450 a year. Now, while 
we have no doubt but that the mem­ 
bers of the board were animated by the 
best of motives, the redaction of 
county expenses, it seems to us they 
began at the wrong place. 
Our 
present superintendent is one of the 
very best in the state, pinch better 
qualified, in faot, than are others in 
other counties that draw from $1,060 
to $1,500 a year 
He baa labored 
hard to put the schools of the couoty 
in good shape, aud used every care 
that only competent teachers should 
be employed, aud his efforts have re­ 
sulted in a great aud marked im­ 
provement in the work of our country 
schools, and ought to be appreciated 
by*the commissioners sod the people 
of the county. Instead of reducing 
his pay, it would have been but an 
act of simple justice to have increased 
it at least to $600 a year. 
He would 
then have felt that his labors were 
appreciated and worked harder than 
ever to further improve our schools. 
Scarcely any other county in tbs state 
fixes the minimum amount allowed 
by law, but the commissioners not 
only fixed the minimum amount, but a 
sum which, before the year is up, will 
be considerably below the amount the 
law allows, and which he can force 
them to pay. 
The people deeire the 
paulmironers to economize, but not 
ai the expense of the educational 
system of the oouoty, and it would bp 
good policy, as well as simple justice, 
if the commissioners at their next 
meeting would reconsider their action, 
and, at least, restore the old salary. 
The superintendent of Morrispn coun­ 
ty, with only abont due-half more 
population than Crow Wing, is paid 
$L200 a year, and it is satisfactory to 
the people, and considered looney 
well ^ n t . Otter Tail county pays 
its superintendent over 
his assistant, Mr. Fritz, formerly of 
this city, gets $1,000. Theee instances 
are given to show that justice re­ 
quires that the matter sbonld be re­ 
adjusted.

I had spent several weeks at home 
after graduating from college, when 
my father, who was exceedingly 
fond of travel, proposed our taking 
a few months’ trip through the 
United States, Canada and Mexico. 
We had already visited the many 
points of interest in the two former 
countries and had crossed the Rio 
Grande to the city of El Paso, where 
we met with the thrilling expe­ 
riences which I am about to relate. 
On arriving in El Paso we register­ 
ed at the ----- House, the largest 
hotel in the town. Though we in­ 
tended remaining here for only 
three or four days, we were forced 
to lengthen our stay owing to a 
sudden warm spell, which forbade 
our traveling farther south for a 
few days longer. Quit© a number of 
Philadelphians were stopping at the 
hotel, and it is needless to say we 
soon made their acquaintance. We 
were six days in El Paso, when two 
gentlemen wanted us to accompany 
them to the swamp five miles out­ 
side the town, in which grew a fa­ 
mous herb supposed to have great 
supernatural powers. Owing to our 
monotonous surroundings, we wel­ 
comed the invitation, and at 2 p. rn. 
the following day we started out on 
horseback with our new friends. We 
had gone two or three miles, and 
' erd resting tm the pummit of a 
bill, enjoying the far famed Mexi­ 
can scenery, when five men rushed 
out from the brushwood near by and 
suddenly called “Halt!” 
Our two companions, seeing the 
danger and being in the advance, 
spurred their horses and made a des­ 
perate rush down the hill. A shower 
of arrows followed them, but owing 
to the swiftness of their steeds they 
escaped safely from tho bandits. 
The latter then crowded about us, 
and in one voice ordered us to give 
ap the contents J* our pockets. Be- 
ing without arms, we made no re­ 
sistance whatever, and the robbers 
were soon searching through our 
pockets for booty. Fortunately, our 
lives were not in peril, though our 
molesters occasionally handled us 
pretty roughly.

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Washington. Jam 22.—The senate 
proceeded with the consideration of the 
Nicaragua canal bill, Mr. Turple con- 
tinning his speech la opposition. To­ 
morrow will be the third day of the 
speech. Mr. Morgan will ask to have 
a time fixed for a final vote as anoa 
aa Mr. Turple closes. The legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
bill, carrying approximately $23,000,- 
000, waa passed during the day. 
Mr. Pettigrew tS. D. severely criti­ 
cised the executive authorities for con­ 
cluding the Venezuela boundary agree­ 
ment, which he said waa a complete 
surrender of Venexoela to Great Brit- 
ain. His resolution calling on the sec­ 
retary of state fo*‘ information waa re­ 
ferred to the committee on foreign, re­ 
lations. Unanimous agreement waa as­ 
cared for taking up the bill for an in­ 
ternational monetary conference Tues- 
day next. 
The house spent the day debating 
the Yost-Tucker contested election case 
from the Tenth Virginia district. Much 
Interest was manifested in the cate 
owing to the fact that the Republicans 
on the committee whteft reported the 
c m were divided, fonr siding with 
Mr. Tucker, the Democrat and the sit­ 
ting member, and but two with the 
Republican contestant, Mr. Yost. Mr. 
Yost himself was accorded the privi­ 
lege of addressing the house in bls own 
behalf. The debate will be closed at 
4:30 o’clock to-morrow afternoon. Mr. 
Tucker will probably address the house 
In his own behalf.. The Conference re­ 
port on the anay appropriation bill 
was agreed to, and at 5:05 the bouse 
adjourned.

PIMM DUGS AT WORK. 


Washington, Jan. YI. — The senate 
was on the verge of a deadlock, and 
for a time there werq prospects of a 
protracted test of endurance, extending 
the session late Into the night. 
Mr. 
Morgan, in charge of the Nicaraguan 
canal bill. wa* determined to secure n 
time for a final vote. 
This was re­ 
sisted, however, by Mr. Turpie aud Mr. 
Vilas. Thereupon Mr. 
Morgan an­ 
nounced that be would ask the senate 
to "alt out" the bllL remaining in con­ 
tinuous 
session 
until a 
rote 
was 
forced. Mr. Vilas finally made a dila­ 
tory motion which, on a roll call, dis­ 
closed the absence of a quorum and 
Mr. Morgan waa obliged to give tip bis 
plan for the day. 
Mr. Turpie con­ 
cluded his speech against the Nicar­ 
agua canal bill. In the course of a dis­ 
cussion of laying electric conduits In 
the Washington streets Mr. Hill of 
New York spoke against the trusts 
and monopolies in general aa a serious 
menace to the public welfare. 
After a two days’ debate, iu the 
course of which considerable partisan 
passion was aroused, and an ineffectu­ 
al attempt to filibuster for the purpose 
of gaining time, the house decided the 
contested election case of 
Yost vs. 
Tucker, from 
the Tenth 
district of 
Virginia, by denying the seat to Mr. 
Tost and confirming Mr. Tucker’s title 
thereto. 


Washington, Jan. 29. — The session 
of the senate developed three distinct 
Bastions. 
Moat Important of these 
was the presentation by Mr. Sherman 
of a letter from Minister Roderigues. 
the representative of the Greater Re­ 
public of Central America (including 
Nicaragua! In effect protesting against 
the execution of the Nicaraguan canal 
project by the United States. Aa the 
bill for this purpose waa about to be 
voted on by the senate the appearance 
of this 
letter created consternation 
among Its friends. 
Mr. Morgen, Its 
chief supporter, at once declared that 
the letter was inspired by Great Brit­ 
ain, who sought to drive the United 
States from the isthmus by using the 
Central Americas as a catspaw. Earl­ 
ier In the day the senate unexpectedly 
found Itself discussing the new Anglo- 
American treaty. 
W’hile the treaty 
Itself has been released all discussion 
of It Is restricted to executive sessions. 
Mr. Turple gave notice of a speech on 
the Cameron Cuban resolution on Mon­ 
day. 
This was private bill day in the 
bouse and most of the time was con­ 
sumed with small bills. 
The bill to 
provide for holding terms of the Unit­ 
ed States court of the Eastern district 
of Texas at the towu of Beaumont waa 
passed over the president’s veto by a 
vote of 144 to 68. Some minor businesa 
was passed. After the pension session 
the house adjourned until Monday. 


Washington. Jan. 25. — The senate 
Saturday passed the bill to reclassify 
railway postal clerk* and prescribe 
their salaries.

A S elf-S h srp en laar S kate, 
Tile principal Inn >/it lop in skates 
this season is a blade ‘h it sharpens it­ 
self. Tills has been made possible by 
the evolution of what is known techni­ 
cally aa three-ply cunner stock. It is 
formed by taking two sheets of fine 
steel, which contains a large percentage 
of carbon and is capable of receiving a 
fine temper, and sandwiching iii be­ 
tween them a sheet of very loft steel 
which contains very little carbon and 
not take a temper. The three sheets, 
when joined, are not thicker than the 
ordinary skate blade. Ordinarily the 
two hard sheets form the lower or cut­ 
ting edges, which receive the maximum 
friction against the ice, and in conse­ 
quence have a tendency to wear round 
like the bottom rf a liowl instead of at 
an acute, cutting angle. As the center 
of the skate is of as ban! a temper as 
the cutting edges, it does not wear 
away to the same extent on account or 
receiving less friction, and it soon 
forms a hanging ridge or keel, which 
accentuates the dullness or rounding 
of the cutting edges. It is claimed that 
the new three-ply steel runner will ob­ 
viate this, aa the softer steel will wear 
away mueh more quickly, and there 
will be po ridge maintained. The press­ 
ure on the cutting edge will be better 
distributed, and the skate will be kept 
in much better condition, being practi­ 
cally self-sharpening. It is stated that 
the other sheets of steel eau be hard­ 
ened until a alo will scarcely touch 
them, while the softer center will cut 
away almost as readily as wrought 
Iron.

Domestic Life in Bethlehem . 
I went to Bethlehem several times, 
returning usually towards dusk. I con­ 
stantly met the “Bethlehem men,” as 
they are called—mechanics, 
masons, 
carpenters, laborers—returning on foot 
from their long and hard day’s work 
In Jerusalem. 
The hours of labor in 
the east are from sunrise to sunset; 
and these men would leave Bethlehem 
early in the morning, and, after walk* 
ing the six miles to their daily task, 
work all day, and walk back at dusk 
to their late and scanty supper. 
The 
younger men looked worn out; the old­ 
er men 
seemed 
to have lost all 
strength, and their eyes 
frequently 
looked dull and almost glazed. I was 
invited to visit a family in Bethlehem. 
Their home was on the second floor of 
a building. 
It consisted of a single 
room about fifteen feet square, a con* 
crete floor, and not a single article ol 
furniture save a tiny charcoal stove. 
It was clean, there were plenty of win­ 
dows, and the window allis were broad 
and were used instead of chairs. There 
were little cupboards built in the walle 
which held the food and the few dishes. 
At one side of the room was a larger 
recess, perhaps two feet deep, three feel 
high, and six feet long. 
Here were 
piled blankets, rugs and quilts, neatly 
folded. At night the rugs were spread 
on the floor, using the blankets and 
quilts for covering. On great occasions 
a little circular table, about three feet 
across and one foot high, was used as 
a dining table.—S. S. McClure, la th# 
McClure’s Magazine. 


A W alking Fteh. 
A queer fish called the “walking 
goby” or the ’‘hopping f l a i l s found in 
the Indian ocean, as wellwn along the 
shores of West Africa. Crowds of these 
curious creatures, resembling tadpoles 
In their outlines, bask in the sun on 
rn muddy shore and scamper off on be­ 
ing disturbed.

A more recent 
Investigator, Dr. Forbes of Liverpool, 
thinks the fish are able to store a suf­ 
ficient quantity of water in their gills 
to maintain aquatic respiration during 
their prolonged absences on the shore.

Power front the Tide*. 
Dr. Babbage, the well known mathe­ 
matician, was so struck with the vast­ 
ness of the power represented in the 
ocean tides that he made a calculation 
of the energy which the tides of the 
Atlantic could exert in a day. His es­ 
timate is that if the tides of this ocean 
alone were stored up for twenty-fout 
hours and converted into mechanical 
force, the power would be sufficient tc 
drive all the machinery then existing 
in the world for 175,000,000 years. What 
a “pull* the moon must have on “the 
distracted globe!” 
And 
if thia esti­ 
mate is exaggerated by one half, atli] 
the mechanical force of the tides must 
be almost beyond comprehension, foi 
this power is in constant exertion. To 
give one a more concrete notion of this 
power it may be stated that Professoi 
Sylvanus P. Thompson made the start* 
ling assertion that at one English port 
(Bristol) the displacement of the vol* 
ume of water up and down each tide 
was represented by a force of twenty 
billion foot pounds of energy each year 
or fifty billion foot pounds 
at 
the 
mouth of the river, which is five miles 
distant. A tenth part of the tidal en­ 
ergy in the gorge of the Avon, 
the 
professor states, would light the city 
of Bristol, and a tenth part of the tidal 
energy in the channel of the Severn 
would light every city in Great Britain, 
and, in addition, turn every loom, spin­ 
dle and axle which British manufao 
turers possess.

James 
Pemberton • Grand 
writes interestingly 
of duels, which is 
reviewed 
by 
the 
London 
Chronicle 
aa follows: 
In 
the 
modern 
French penal code 
there is no refer­ 
ence to duels mr duellists, and, as every 
newspaper reader knows, a French duel 
ii as common an incident of Fwrifch 
social life aa any athletic contest be­ 
tween individuals la among ourselves. 
This comparison suggests at once the 
ground of difference between the Brit­ 
ish and the Gallic point of view. We 
aa a nation admire physical strength 
directed with skill and courage; the 
French do not. “Jeux de mains. Jeux 
de vllaina.’* The “Code du Duel.’* by 
the Marquis de Chateauvillard, 
the 
recognized authority upon such matters 
In France, declares axiomatically, “A 
blow la not an answer to a blow.” We, 
again, recognising the difference be­ 
tween hot blood and cold blood, believe 
In the apology; the French rule says, 
“Thera la no apology for a blow.” We 
consider that the law of the land has 
no equal in authority; the French code 
declares “the laws of honor are aa aa 
cred as those of the government.” It 
Is an absolute rule of French law and 
custom today that a man who kills 
another In a fair duel will only be tried 
to be formally acquitted. 
What this “honor” which the duel 
satisfies really Is may be judged easily 
enough by considering a few 
duels 
themselves. In 1834 M. Emile de Gir- 
ardin reduced the subscription price 
of his paper, La Preaae, by one-half, 
with the result that its circulation was 
enormously increased, and that he had 
to fight four duels with the editors of 
other Parisian journals, who disap­ 
proved of his enterprise. 
In one of 
these he killed the talented Armand 
Carrel, and waa himself shot through 
the hip and lingered between life and 
death for weeks. 
He could never be 
induced to fight again. “Duelling,” he 
said, “la a fault of our education, 
against 
which our intelligence pro­ 
tests.” 
But as Mr. Pemberton-Grund 
well' remarks, “In France 
you must 
have killed your man to be able to say 
that.” In 1845 a famous gambling duel 
waa fought with pistols, and one of the 
combatants shot dead. The conditions 
had prescribed that the pistols were 
to be unknown to all parties, but it 
waa afterward discovered that one of 
them had assiduously practiced in the 
early morning with the pistol he was 
to use. The survivor and his second 
were tried for murder, but were ac­ 
quitted; they were afterwards rearrest­ 
ed and tried for perjury and sentenced 
to long terms of imprisonment. 
About twenty-five years ago Henri 
de Pene, the editor of the Caulote, pub­ 
lished an article In which describing 
an official ball, he spoke of “the eternal 
sub-lieutenant who ploughs up with his 
spurs the laces 
on the women’s 
flounces.” 
Next morning there were 
twenty-seven challenges on his table. 
One sub-lieutenant waa selected 
to 
avenge the “honor” of his class, and 
waa disabled by the editor, who gave 
him a sword-thrust in the arm. 
An­ 
other sub-lteutenant stepped forward 
and declared that It was now his turn. 
De Pene and his seconds of course pro­ 
tested against the obvious unfairness 
of one man having to fight twenty- 
seven in succession. The officer imme­ 
diately came closer, snapped his fingers 
in the editor’s face, and said, “Mon­ 
sieur, you are a scamp.” A second duelj 
thereupon took place, and Dr. Pene was 
run through the liver. The officer had 
formerly been fencing master of his 
regiment! In another famous duel one 
of the combatants spent the previous 
night with a renowned swordsman, 
practicing in a court-yard a secret coup, 
by means of which he succeeded in 
running hts adversary 
through 
the 
thigh. The duel in which 
the 
late 
brave but idiotic Marquis de Mores 
killed Captain Mayer, will be fresh in 
memory. The Marquis, Mr. Pemberton- 
Grund says, was a gentleman of whom 
the militant editors of the Paris press 
stood somewhat in awe. Aa an instance 
of the courage of De Mores, he remarks 
that when on his American ranch two 
cowboys tried to “jump” some of his 
cattle, he and one of his men fought 
them off with Winchester rifles, the 
Invaders being similarly equipped. Mr. 
Pemberton-Grund la evidently unaware 
that local opinion described this en­ 
counter in very different language, that 
the Marquis de Mores was at once ar­ 
rested and put In prison, and that he 
narrowly escaped lynching. 
Apropos 
of the secret coup above mentioned, the 
writer of this article tells us that it is 
the habit of every Frenchman, before a 
duel, to go to his fencing master and 
take a lecon de duel, which costs three 
or four times as much as an ordinary 
lesson, and in which the master teaches 
him one of the secret thrusts that 
form a part of his stock-in-trade. This 
fact In Itself is sufficient to reduce the 
‘‘honor” of the duellist to its proper 
level.

“By common consent, Hawthorne Is 
acknowledged the best master of style 
that America has produced. When you 
have read one of his stories—no matter 
how dark the crime that he has studied 
In It—you never feel that he has dragged 
down your thoughts. It Is not only be­ 
cause he is a great moralist In his sto­ 
ries, but because he Is a great master 
of style also. His language la elevated, 
poetic, fascinating. 
It makes the ap­ 
peal to what la fine In your nature rath­ 
er than to what is gross.”

It may not be out of place to suggest 
that lf to m is any American 
poet

pher, but the figure In bronze standing 
In the attitude of Intellectual combat 
with the world—that poet Is Whittier, 
■ays the Atlantic. No figure, It would 
seem, could more readily Inspire the 
sculptor, especially if the man be taken 
In the prime of his life. 
Every one 
who has described him at that epoch 
has left sn account of most Impressive 
personality. Cot T. W. Higginson saw 
in him, at 35, “a man of striking per­ 
sonal appearance; tall, slender, with 
olive complexion, black hair, straight 
black eyebrows, brilliant eyes, and an 
oriental, semitic cast of countenance.” 
Not an ill moment for the sculptor's 
consideration would be that of Whit­ 
tier's appearance at the anti-slavery 
convention at Philadelphia, In 1833, 
when, according to Mr. J. Miller Mc- 
Kim, who was with him, hit figure, 
“with his dark frock-coat, with stand­ 
ing collar, black flashing eyes and 
black heard,” was noticeable: and lf It 
be objected that it should bs the poet, 
and not the agitator, who would be 
thus represented, toe answer may sore­ 
ly be made that the ethical baria waa 
never lacking In Whittier’s verse, and 
that It Is aa the poet moving his fellow 
countrymen by his works to humaner 
feelings that this pest at least should 
be depleted.

“The Judicial Department of the Gov­ 
ernment” in the Ladies’ Home Jour­ 
nal, and says with reference to the gen­ 
eral mode of selecting Judges in the 
majority of states: 
“There has been 
much discussion as to the proper ten­ 
ure for the judicial office, and the ten­ 
dency, as expressed In the later 8tate 
constitutions, has been in favor of 
limited terms. The earlier state con­ 
stitutions gav« the appointment of the 
judges to the governor or the Legisla­ 
ture, but along with the demand for 
limited terms for the judges came an­ 
other for their election by the people, 
and In a majority of the states they are 
now nominated in the party conven­ 
tions and elected by popular vote, just 
as a Governor or Sheriff is chosen. I 
do not think that either 
of 
these 
changes Is a reform. Limited terms, if 
they are long, may be supported by 
many oopslderations; but short terms, 
combined with popular elections, have 
not, in my opinion, secured as high a 
judicial standard as prevailed before. 
A judge who must go at short Inter­ 
vals before a political convention for 
a nomination, and before the people 
for an election, cannot have the same 
sense of Independence 
and security 
that he would have if his term were 
long or during good behavior. 
The 
judical office should be so organized 
that men of the best abilities and at­ 
tainments would enter it as a career, 
and give their lives and their am* 
billons wholly to It.”

Vitality of lasci ta 
It Is a standing puzzle to the ento 
Biologists and others Interested in th* 
study of insects how the frail 
littlr 
creatures of the mosquito and butter­ 
fly order can brave the cold of an arctic 
winter and yet retain their vitality. O* 
late some light has been thrown on 
this wonderful faculty of the insect 
world by the experiments of a London 
naturalist.

Beet Sugar Industry. 


The governor in his recent message 
recommended to the legislature that 
legislation be enacted encouraging 
the cultivation of sugar beets, aud the 
legislature has appointed a committee 
to investigate the matter. It is argued 
that all the sugar consumed in the 
United States could easily be produced 
at home, which amounts to several 
hundred millions annually. 
Sugar 
beets are successfully growu in several 
stales of the Uuiou, especially Ne­ 
braska, where it is a great industry 
for the farmers, and furnishes em ­ 
ployment for large Dumbers of men 
in the mills for the manufacture of 
the beets into sugar. 
The average 
crop is said to be 15 tons to the acre, 
worth $75, and can be raised at au 
average cost of $35, or a net profit of 
$40 per acre. 
If these figures are 
reliable, and they appear to be, 
it 
would be a much more profitable in­ 
dustry for the farmers than raising 
wheat, corn, or other grain. 
The soil 
and climate of this state, it is claimed, 
is better adapted to sugar beet raising 
than Nebraska, and it is proposed to 
establish the industry here if possible. 
It is generally known, too, that in all 
kinds of vegetable raising, 
Crow 
Wing county soil is the best in Min­ 
nesota, aud it seems to us, that sugar 
beet raising ought to be taken up by 
Crow Wiug county farmers, and prob 
ably would be, if capital were enlisted 
and a null established in this city to 
ma!f« a market for their beets. 
If 
the matter should be successful, thia 
county, with its light sandy soil, 
would become the richest and most 
productive portion of the state, and 
would enjoy a gi^iwtb that would be a 
blessing to all. 
We believe this 
matter should be taken up and in­ 
vestigated by the board of trade of 
the city, and if the scheme is feasible, 
attempt to establish such an industry 
in our midst.

The board of county commissioners, 
at their recent session, reduced the 
pay of the superintendent of schools 
from $500 to $450 a year. 
Now, while 
we have no doubt but that the mem­ 
bers of the board were animated by the 
best of motives, tho reduction of 
county expenses, it seems to us they 
began at the wrong place. 
Our 
present superintendent is oue of the 
very best in the state, much better 
qualified, in fact, than are others in 
other counties that draw from $1,000 
to $1,500 a year 
He has labored 
hard to put tho schools of the county 
in good shape, and used every caie 
that ouly competent teachers should 
be employed, and his efforts have re­ 
sulted in a great and marked im­ 
provement in the work of our country 
schools, and ought to bo appreciated 
by the commissioners aud the people 
of the county. 
Iustead of reducing 
his pay, it would have been but an 
act of simple justice to have increased 
it at least to $000 a year. 
He would 
then have felt that his labors were 
appreciated and worked harder than 
ever to further improve our schools. 
Scarcely any other county in the state 
fixes the minimum amount allowed 
by law, but the commissioners not 
o ily fixed the minimum amount, but a 
sum which, before the year is up, will 
be considerably below th»* amount the 
law allows, aud which he can force 
them to pay. 
Tho people desire the 
commissioners to economize, hut not 
at the expense of the educational 
system of the county, and it would be 
good policy, as well as simple justice, 
if the commissioners at their next 
meeting would reconsider their action, 
and, at least, restore the old salary. 
The superintendent of Morrison couu- 
ty, with only about One-half more 
| population thau Crow Wing, is paid 
$1,200 a year, and it is satisfactory to 
the people, and considered money 
well 
at. 
Otter Tail county pays 
its superintendent over *2-^00, and 
his assistant, Mr. Fritz, formerly of 
this city, gets $1,000. 
These instances 
are given to show that justice re- 
quires that the matter should be r_e- 
* adjusted.

T h e “ Code du Duel,” by 
the M arquis de 
C hateau villard , 
the 
recognized a u th o rity upon such m a tte rs 
in F ran ce, d eclares axiom atically, ‘‘A 
blow is not an a n sw e r to a blow." 
We, 
again, recognizing th e difference 
be­ 
tw een h o t blood an d cold blood, believe 
in th e apology; th e F ren ch rule says, 
“T h ere is no apology for a blow." 
We 
consider th a t th e law of th e land has 
no equal in a u th o rity ; the F re n c h code 
declares “ the law s of honor are as sa ­ 
cred as those of th e g o v ern m en t.” 
It 
is an absolute ru le of F ren c h law and 
custom today th a t a m an w ho kills 
a n o th e r In a fair duel will only be tried 
to he form ally acquitted. 
W h a t th is 
“ h o n o r” w hich 
the duel 
satisfies really is m ay be Judged easily 
enough by con sid ering 
a few 
duels 
them selves. 
In 1834 M. E m ile de Gir- 
a rd ln reduced th e sub scrip tion price 
of his paper, La Presse, by one-half, 
w ith the resu lt th a t its circulatio n was 
enorm ously increased, and th a t he had 
to fight four duels w ith the editors of 
o th er P a risia n jo u rn a ls, 
who 
d is a p ­ 
proved of his enterp rise. 
In one of 
these he killed th e tale n ted A rm and 
C arrel, an d was him self sh o t thro ug h 
th e hip and lingered betw een life and 
d eath for weeks. 
H e could never be 
induced to fight again. 
"D u elling .” he 
said, “ is a 
fault 
of 
o u r 
education, 
a g a in s t 
which ou r 
intelligence pro­ 
tests.” 
B ut as Mr. P em b erton -G ru nd 
well rem a rk s, “ In F ran c e 
you m u st 
have killed y ou r m an to he able to say 
th a t.” 
In 1845 a fam ous g am b lin g duel 
was fought w ith pistols, and one of the 
co m b atan ts sh o t dead. 
T he conditions 
had prescribed th a t the pistols were 
to he u n k n o w n to all parties, but 
It 
was a fterw ard discovered th a t one of 
th em had assiduously practiced in the 
early m o rn in g w ith the pistol he was 
to use. 
T h e su rviv or and his second 
w ere tried for m urd er, b u t were ac ­ 
q u itted ; they w ere afte rw a rd s re a r re s t­ 
ed an d tried for p erju ry a nd sentenced 
to long terras of im p rison m ent. 
A bout tw enty-five y ears ago H en ri 
de Pene, th e editor of th e G aulois, p u b ­ 
lished an article In w hich describing 
an official ball, he spoke of "th e e tern al 
su b -lieu ten an t w ho ploughs up w ith his 
spu rs 
the 
laces 
on 
th e 
w o m en ’s 
flounces.” 
N ext m o rn in g th e re were 
tw en ty -seven challenges on his table. 
One su b -lie u te n a n t 
w as 
selected 
to 
aveng e the “ h o n o r” of his class, and 
w as disabled by th e editor, who gave 
him a s w o rd -th ru st in the arm . 
A n ­ 
o th er su b -lieu ten a n t stepped fo rw ard 
a n d declared th a t it w as now his turn . 
De P ene a nd his seconds of course p ro ­ 
tested a g a in s t 
th e obvious u n fairn ess 
of one m an h a v in g to fight tw en ty - 
seven is succession. 
T he officer im m e ­ 
diately cam e closer, snapped his fingers 
in th e ed ito r's face, and said, “ M on­ 
sieur, you are a scam p.” A second duel 
th ereup on took place, an d Dr. Pene was 
run th ro u g h th e liver. 
T he officer had 
form erly been fencing m a ste r of his 
regim ent! 
In a n o th e r fam ous duel one 
of th e c o m b a ta n ts sp e n t th e p reviou s 
n ig h t w ith a 
reno w ned 
sw o rd sm an , 
p racticin g in a co u rt-y ard a secret coup, 
by m ean s of w hich he succeeded in 
r u n n in g h is a d v ersa ry 
th ro u g h 
th e 
th ig h . 
T h e duel in w hich 
th e 
late 
brav e b u t idiotic 
M arquis de 
Mores 
killed C aptain M ayer, will be fresh in 
m em ory. T h e M arquis, Mr. P e m b erto n - 
G ru n d says, was a g e n tle m a n of w hom 
th e m ilita n t editors of th e P a ris press 
stood so m ew h at in awe. As an in stan ce 
of th e courage of De Mores, he re m a rk s 
th a t w hen on his A m erican ran ch tw o 
cowboys trie d to “ju m p ” som e of his 
cattle, he an d one of his m en fought 
th em off w ith W in ch e ster rifles, the 
in v ad ers being sim ilarly equipped. Mr. 
P em b e rto n -G ru n d Is evidently u n aw are 
th a t local opinion described th is e n ­ 
c o u n te r in very different language, th a t 
the M arquis de Mores was a t once a r ­ 
rested and p u t in prison, and th a t he 
n arro w ly escaped lynching. 
A propos 
of th e secret coup above m entioned, the 
w riter of th is article tells us th a t it is 
the h ab it of every F re n c h m a n , before a 
duel, to go to his fencing m a s te r and 
tak e a lecon de duel, w hich costs th re e 
or fo ur tim es as m uch as an o rd in a ry 
lesson, and in w hich th e m a s te r teaches 
him one of th e secret th r u s ts th a t 
form a p a rt of his sto ck -in -trad e. 
T his 
fact in itself is sufficient to reduce th e 
“ h o n o r” of th e d uellist to its p ro p er 
level.
